Everett L. Peyton of 7400 Olive Stfeet 
road, who followed the example of for- 
mer Gov.

Francis tn breaking 
the glass door of a new style closed 
platform street car, was arrested by a 
Deputy Sheriff as he walked out of the 
Dayton Street Police Court Tuesday, 
after the charge against him had been 


dismissed there. 

The arrest was on a State warrant 
charging him with malicious destruc- 
tion of property, a misdemeanor, on 
which he will be tried in the Court of 
Criminal Correction. 

The eagerness of the United Railways 
Co. to prosecute Peyton is in striking 
contrast with its lack of action to ob- 
tain redress from Francis, who is a 
stockholder of the United Railways Co., 
and whose son, David R. Francis Jr., is 
a director of the company. 

Breaks Door With His Fist. 

After breaking a car door with his 
cane at Fourth and Locust streets, July 
2, Francis followed the car to Broad- 
way, boarded it, handed his card to the 
conductor and told him to tell his em- 
players that he had smashed the door. 

Peyton’s reason for breaking a car 
door at Euclid avenue and Delmar bou- 
levard last Wednesday night was the 
same as Francis’ reason for breaking 
one. He was waiting to board the car 
and the conductor closed the door in his 
face. Having no cane, he broke the 
door with his fist. 

Jadge Orders Dismissal. 

Peyton was arrested and held in a 
police station to appear in police 
court Thursday morning. When his 
case was called on the docket Assist- 
ant City Attorney Sadler asked fur a 
continuance. Since then Peyton has 
been free under bond. 

When the case was called Tuesday 
Sadler recommended that it be dis- 
missed, raising the technical point 
that as the ordinance under which 
Peyton was charged specified the de- 
struction of real property, whereas 
a street car is classified as personal 
property. Judge Sanders ordered the 
dismissal. 

A deputy sheriff stepped forward 
and arrested Peyton on the malicious 
destruction warrant. Peyton at once 
gave a $200 bond for his appearance 
in the Cuvurt of Criminal Correction. 


RULES FOR OPERATION 
OF CANAL ARE ISSUED 


Framec Generally After Those 
. Employed at Suez ind 
the Soo. 
WASHINGTON, July 21.—Rules and 
regulations for the operation and navi- 


gation of the Panama Canal are pro- 
vided for in an executive order just is- 
sued. Generally, these are framed upon 
the regulations in force in the Suez 
Canal and the Soo, though there are 
new features, made necessary by pecu- 
liar local conditions. 

One is the limitation to six knots pe- 
hour imposed upon the speed of vessels 
in the Culebra Canal and elsewhere 
where safety requires, and it is even 
required that in approaching turns ves- 
sels shall maintain the slowest speed 
that will keep their headway. In wider 
channels greater speed up to 15 knots is 
allowed. 

The greatest precautions are to be 
adopted in the passage of vessels con- 
taining quantities of high explosives or 
inflammable cargoes, in order to guard 
against injury to any of the canal locks 
or other vessels. 


COMMERCE COMMISSION 
OPENS ST. LOUIS OFFICE 


City to Be Headquarters for 
Work in Large Section of 
Middle West and South. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 
Monday opened a ‘branch office in St 
Louis, which will be headquarters for 
the commission’s activities in the ter- 
ritory east of the western boundary of 
Colorado, north of the Gulf of Mexico 
and west of the eastern boundary of 
Tennessee, except a portion of Illinois, 
Iowa and states north.

Attorneys Notify Public Service 
Commission General Read- 
justment Is Wanted. 


90 DAYS’ TIME IS ASKED 


Delay on Fixing Through Rates 
Sought Till Higher Single Line 
Schedule Is Ready.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 21.—James F. 


Green, attorney for the Missouri Pacific. 
and General Counsel Thomas R. Mor- 
row of the Santa Fe notified the Public 
Service Commission today that the rail- 


roads of Missouri were preparing to de- 
mand a general readiustment of railroad 
rates which, if allowed by the commis- 
sion, would result in a. general increase 
throughout the State. 

The new schedule which they will ask 
the commission to approve, they said, 
will be ready in 9% days. The decision 
of the Supreme Court in the Missouri 
Southern case, declaring the commission 


has the power to raise rates above the}. 


stautory schedule will be cited as au- 
thority for the proposed increase. 
Fifty Attorneys at Hearing. 

Green, Morrow.and about 50 other at- 
torneys and officials of Missouri rail- 
roads attended the hearing of the com- 
mission to revise the present schedule 
of freight rates by substituting reduced 
rates on through traffic handled by 
more than one line. 

Representatives of the roads asked 
that the G¢ommission postpone the fixing 
of through rates 90 days until they could 
submit their new increased schedules 
for single line hauling. 

They argued that through vate fixed 


on the basis of present single rates} 


would amount to an admission by them 
that the present rates are sufficiently 
high. Present single line rates are so 
low, they contended, that they are un- 
able to make a fair return on their in- 
vestment. 

Don’t Want to Get Into Fire. 

‘‘The railroads want to get out of the 
frying pan,’’ Morrow told the commis- 
sion, “but they don’t want to get into 
the fire. They want to get this rate 
business settled on a fair basis, once 
for all.’’ 

The railroads submitted for consid- 
eration a statement showing that the 
through rates now in force in Missouri 
are fairer than in Iowa and Oklahoma. 
The statement sets out that the reduc- 
tion from combined single rates in Mis- 
souri is 9 cents on 2-mile hauls. In 
lowa, the statement says, the reduction 
is only 2% cents, and in Oklahoma 46 
cents.

Asked by the Ju@ife if she had any- 
thing to say regarding the evidence of 
the witness, Mme. Caillaux replied in 
the negative. 

Policemen Say She Was Calm. 

The next three witnesses were police- 
men, who were present in the Figaro 
office immediately after the shooting. 
In answer to a question propounded by 
Prosecutor Herbaux, all agreed that 
Mme. Caillaux was perfectly calm." 

One of the jurymen asked Policeman 
Louls Boulai whether an unspent cart- 
ridge had been left in the revolver, to 
which the witness answered no. 

M. Labori, for tho defense, then sprang 
to his feet and sald: 

“Mme. Caillaux believed that there 
Was still a ball left and that fact is 
important. I am glad this question 
tame from the jury.’”’ 

The most notable witness was Judge 
Monier of the tribunal of the Seine. 
His version of the conversation with 
Mme.

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GUOLER WEATHER 
LIKELY 10 FOLLOW 
THE SOLAR HALO 


Father Brennan, Astronome-, 
Regards Sharp Drop in Tem- 
perature as Almost Certain. 


The Rev. Martin S. Brennan. priest 
and well-known astronomer, Tuesday 
said he beliéved the prismatic ring 
around the sun which attracted the at- 
tention of hundreds of St. Louisans Mon- 
day afternoon was a forerunner of much 
cooler weather. 

“The solar halo is a phenomenon 
which is most unusual in the summer,” 
said Father Brennan. “It can be caused 
by only one thing—ice crystals in the 
clouds. It means that the humidity of 
moisture in the air extends so high 
that it freezes. The clouds which car- 
ried these ice particles Monday probably 
were five miles above the earth. It 
was extremély cold up there. As the 
water in those clouds is turned to ics 
the clouds become heavier and sink to 
a lower level. 

Change NOt Rapid in Summer. 

“In their approach to the earth these 
clouds will bring their coolness with 
them and I regard it as almost certain 
that this will mean @ sharp drop in 
temperature for St. Louis. 

“The change Cannot be expected to be 
so rapid as in Winter, when thére is lese 
humidity in the lower strata of air. 
When a ring is seen around the sun in 
winter there is an almost immediate 
drop in temperature on the surface of

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the earth. There is less resistance to 
the rapid descent of the cold, ice-bear- 
ing clouds. 

“It is possible, also, that the sun rings 
were a forerunner of rain as well as 
cooler weather. At the height at which 
the clouds were flying yesterday it was 
too cold for precipitation, but when they 
reach a lower level the ice crystals may 
melt and turn into rain.” 

No Immediate Effect. 

The sun ring did not have an immedi- 
ate effect on St. Louis temperatures 
Monday night or early Tuesday. At 7 
a.m. the temperature was 76, two de- 
frees higher than at the same hour 


Monday and at 9 a. m. the temperature 
was 83, the same as at the correspond- 
ing hour Monday. 


Father Brennan said the cooler weath- 
er promised by the sun ring might re- 
quire from 2% to 4 hours to reach 8t. 
Louls. The ring first was observed 
shortly before noon Monday and was 
hidden from view by clouds about 2 p.

READY TO TESTIFY. 
AGAINST “TRUST” 


Willing to Be Witnesses if Polar 
Wave Is Recalled Before Su- 
preme Court. 


Smaller ice dealers, who say the Polar 
Wave Ice and Fuel Co. continues to use 
unfair and illegal methods of suppress 
ing them unless they contract to buy ice 
at the ‘Ice Trust’s” terms, gave assur- 
ance Tuesday to Post-Dispatch reporters 


that they would testify to these oppres- 
sive tactics before a cOmmissioner, pro- 
vided the Polar Wave is cited to appear 
before the State Supreme Court in the 
pending anti-trust prosecution, in which 
the Polar Wave has had half of a $0,- 
000 fine remitted. 

These dealers decline to permit the 
publication of their names unless the 
State uses the information in the prose- 
cution that may be reopened if Assist- 
ant <Attorney-General W. T. Ruther- 
ford recommends the action suggested 
by Loomis C. Johnson, special proe¢- 
cutor appointed by Gov. Major. 

One dealer described how thé Polar 
Wave this season attempted to increase 
the price of ice in his contract by lu% 
per cent, and when he arranged to buy 
his small supply from an independent 
manufacturer, the Polar Wave prompt- 
ly took away his most profitable cus- 
tomer by signing a contract with the 
consumer at a sinciicr rate than it had 
offered to the dealer. 

Evidence Is Avalilabie. 


The 
from the little independent dealer wh 
defied the Polar Wave, purchased less 
than two tons of ice daily, yet received 
a lower rate than was offered at the 
same time to the dealer, who consumed 
more than 25 tons a day. The blank 
contracts submitted to the dealer and 
the sigued contract held by the con- 
sumer are available as evidence if Ruth- 
erford recommends that the Supreme 
Court reopen the Ice Trust case to de- 
termine whether it continues practices 
held to be illegal in the decision writ- 
ten by Justice Graves last April, in 
which the court concurred unanimously. 

Evidence of other efforts to harass 
small dealers who broke away from ths; 
domination of the Polar Wave is avail- 
able, dealers say. That the Polar Wave 
discriminates in its rates between deal. 
ers by giving lower rates to small than 
to large dealers in some instances, and 
by refusing to sell at any price to some 
ice firms that are in a position to give 
strenuous competition, is alleged. 

Rates Vary, It Is Asserted. 

It also is stated that the Polar 
Wiave has not observed the same rate 
schedule in all parts of the city prior 
to the recent 20 per cent increase, 
and gave lower rates to family con- 
sumers in one section than in an- 
other.

ISAAC HEDGES FAVORS 
M. A. A. SITE ON FOURTH 


In Letter to Members He Says It 
Has Advantages Over 
Twelfth Street. 


Isaac A. Hedges, manager of Wash- 
ington University Cupples Station 
property, and a member of the Mis- 
souri Athletic Association, Tuesday 
mailed to all members of tho associ- 
ation a letter urging them to vote 
for the erection of the new club 
building at Fourth street and Wash- 
ington avenue. The letter was issued 
in reply to an advertisement signed 
“A Member,” appearing in some news- 
papers Tuesday, objecting to the 
Fourth street location because it is 
“the grave where 30 of our members 
lost their valuable lives.” 

The letter, which is signed by 24 
M. A. A. members, purports to show 
that the cost to the club during the 
period of a 99-year lease would be 
$1,127,996 more at Twelfth and Lo- 
cust streets, the other location pro- 
posed, than at Washington avenue 
and Fourth street. 

The ground space at Fourth street 
is said to be 18,672 square feet and 
at Twelfth street only 11,116 square 
feet. The rental at Fourth street is 
given as 93 cents a square foot, and 
at Twelfth street $1.90 for the first 
10 years and $2.47 for the remainder 
of the lease. 

The Fourth street location also is 
said to have advantages from a trans- 
portation standpoint not possessed by 
the Twelfth street site. 

Those signing the letter say the 
financing of the Twelfth street build- 
ing would cost the members $90,000, 
which they would escape at Fourth 
street. 

Hedges said several members had 
attempted to learn the author of the 
advertisentent for the Twelfth street 
site without success. Ballots for a vote 
on the location of the club were 
mailed to members during, the day.

COMMISSIONER ROY 


ASSAILED BY JUDGE 


Supreme Court Division Prob- 
ably Adopted Report With- 
out Reading It, Evans Says. 


The decision of Supreme Court Com- 
missioner Reuben F. Roy, reversing the 
verdict of four Iron County juries which 
convicted four different .men on charges 
of attacking Mrs. Thomas Mullane near 
Annapolis, Mo., in October, 1912, is pub- 
licly criticised as an insult to intelli- 
gent persons by Circuit Judge William 
N. Evans of West Plains, who presided 
at the trials. 

Judge Evans’ criticism was in a letter 
to the St. Louis Republic. While the 
opinion of the Commissioner was adopt- 
ed by Division No, 2 of the Supreme 
Court, Judge Evans says he suspects 
that the judges of that division did not 
read the testimony in the case. He 
expressed the hope that Missouri some 
time would have an appellate court 
made up of enough judges and as many 
divisions as may be necessary to trane- 
act all the legal business of the highest 
tribunal of the State, with caution and 
without makeshifts. 

Judge Evans has been Judge of the 
Twentieth Judicial District for more 
than 2 years. Judge Dearing of the 
judicial district embracing Iron County 
was disqualified by the defendants, and 
Judge Evans was called in to try the 
cases. The defendants discharged by 
Judge Roy’s decision were Charles Far- 
ris, Elmer Lloyd, Charles Middleton and 
William Brewer. whose senterces were 
from five to eight years each. 

Two Others Pleaded Guilty. 

Two other men pleaded guilty to at- 
tempted assault and were sentenced to 
two years each in the penitentiary. 
Judge Evans, in a postscript to his let- 
ter, suggests that Judge Roy should ap- 
peal to the Governor for a pardon for 
these two men on tke ground that 
“they certainly were mistaken about 
their guilt.’ 

Judge Evans declared that the evi- 
dence in the cases disclosed the most 
revolting and shameful conduct that he 
had ever heard in a criminal procedure 
in his 24 years on the bench. He said 
that 48 of the best men in Iron County, 
as jurors in the trial of the four men, 
had found that Mrs. Mullane, 18 years 
old, was coerced and intimidated to the 
extent that she submitted through fear 
of personal violence, which in law 
umounts to force. 

These jurors, Judge Evans said, saw 
the witnesses and the defendants face 
to face, heard their testimony, observed 
their demeanor and conduct, and had 
before them all the circumstances of the 
alleged crime and all the law, and 
unanimously found them guilty. 

“But,” he added, “‘this one man, who 
sits as one of the Commissioners of the 
Supreme Court of Missouri, more than 
200 miles from the place of the trial 
who never saw or heard a single wit- 
ness testify in the case, reads the trans- 
cript of the evidence, the cold record in 
the case, and concludes that the four 
juries were a set of blockheads and no+ 
capable of understanding the law or de- 
termining the innocence or guilt of the 
men they tried.’’ 

Repudiation of Jury Verdicts. 

“This wholesale repudiation of the 

verdict of juries by the highest judicial 
authority in the land, in matters of the 
greatest importance to the public, has 
and will cause widespread alarm and 
has no doubt been the cause of mob 
violence in many cases.’’ 
‘Judge Evans said he did not question 
the honesty of Commissioner Roy, but 
insisted that his conclusions were wrong. 
If the evidence in the cases could be 
published, Judge Evans said, there was 
no doubt in his mind. that the public 
generally would uphold the verdict of 
the juries. 

Commissioner Ray's conclusion was 
that the woman was not forcibly at- 
tacked. He held that she was within 
reach of aid, and that had she cried for 
help it would have been forthcoming. 

Mullane and his wife, walking on the 
railroad tracks, passed through Annap- 
olis early the morning of Oct. 19. It 
was charged that eight or 10 young men 
pursued them, drove the husband away, 
and took possession of Mrs. Mullanc 
for almost an entire day. 

Judge Evans has served two terms as 
chairman of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee. 


WOMAN OPPOSES WOMAN 


NEW YORK, July 21.—The threat of 
Rebecca Edelson, an anarchist, to se- 
cure her release from a three-months’ 
sentence to the Blackwell’s Island peni- 
tentiary by going on a hunger strike 
found Miss Katherine B.. Davis, Com- 
missioner of Correction, ready today to 
provide the young woman with a life- 
sustaining diet regardless of her wishes 
in the matter. 

Miss Edelson was sentenced yesterday 
to the penitentiary for inciting riot in a 
speech on Park Row last April. She be- 
gan her hunger strike soon after enter- 
ing the prison last night. She was to be 
removed to the penitentiary today where 
Commissioner Davis promises that she 
shall not go hungry. 

Alexander Berkman, an anarchist 
leader, was equally as positive of Miss 
Edelson’s will power to starve, in which 
event, he declared, the authorities would 
be held responsible for permitting a 
suicide. If forcibly fed, Berkman de- 
clared, the prison physicians would be 
committing torture, and in either case 
the anarchists would take appropriate 
action.

PROFITS ARE DOUBLED fnois field, to which the report refers, 


| Troy and Eastern, Donk Bros.’ 
Line, Makes 39 Per Cent a 
Year, Report Shows. 


Industrial railroads at St. Louis, which 


{Own and operate coal mines in the Iili- 


nois-fields,-and make a profit both from 
the selling: andthe hauling of the coal, 
Were unsparingly criticised by the In- 


terstate Commerce Commission Monday 
in-@ report to Congress recommending 
that the Hepburn rate law be amended 
to prohibit railroads from carrying any 
commodity ‘in which™ ‘they had an in- 
terest. 

The business methods of the St. Louis, 
Troy .&.Eastern Railroad,. which .is.one. 
of the heaviest coal-carrying railroads 
between the Illinois fields and St. Louis, 
were condemned by the commission. 

The commission ' reported that the 
stock of the St. Louis, Troy & Eastern 
was owned by the Merchants and Manu- 
facturers’ Investment Co., which also 
owns the stock of the Donk Bros. Coal 
and Coke Co. Such mutuality of inter- 
ests ought not to be permitted, the com- 
mission declares. It has. long been a 
matter of common knowledge in St. 
Louis that the Donk Bros. Coal Co. 
controlled the St. Louis, Troy & East- 
ern Railroad: 

The commission holds the making of 
two profits—one on hauling and the oth- 
er on selling the coal—is one of the 
greatest evils in the railroad business. 
It declares that the operator associated 
with the railroad is able to undersel! 
the independent operator by the amount 
of freight rate. 

Furnished Mest of Tonnage. . 

The commission finds there are thre 
Donk mines on the 2 miles of the Troy 
& Eastern Railroad. Between 1909 and 
1912 Donk Bros. furnished from 8 to .¢ 
per cent of the tonnage for the rail- 
road. 

How shipments of antliracite coal 
from/ the East to St. Louis were jug- 
gied to give the St. Louis, Troy & East- 
ern a 2-mile haul from Edwardsville to 
St. Louis are shown by the commission's 
report. 

For the 2-mile haul from Edwards- 
ville to St. Louis.the Troy & Eastern, 
at the time the commission made its 
investigation, got 34 cents a ton, while 
the Clover Leaf, which hauled the coal 
from Toledo to Edwardsville, a distance 
of 433 miles, got only 65 cents a ton. The 
Pere Marquette, which hauled the same 
coal from Bridgeport, Ontario, to To- 
ledo, a distance of 307 miles, got a 
freight rate of 96 cents a ton. Oil was 
shipped in the same manner, with a 
similar division of the freight rate. 

The commission said the Clover Leaf 
has ratis of its own to St. Louis, and 
could have completed the shipment of 
the coal, but was required to turn the 
shipment over to the Troy & Eastern at 
Edwardsville for the obvious reason that 
uniess it did so it would haye got none 
of the Donk Bros. coal business. 

Owing to the mutuality of interests 
between the railroad and the coal com- 
pany, the Troy & Eastern has made 
huge profits during the li-year period 
covered by the commission. The com- 
mission found that the profits of the 
road during that period were $1,500,000 
which was 39 per cent a year, on its 
capital stock of $350,000. 

The commission also reported that the 
railroad made profits from shipments 
consigned to the Devoy & Kuhn Cog! 
and Coke Co. of St. Louis. 

UFallon Read Also Assatied. 

The commission also found that there 
was another combination at St. Louis 
between railroads and coal companies 
which gave huge profits to the owners. 
This combination consists of the St. 
Louis & O'Fallon Railway, St. Louis 
and O’Falt®n Coal and Coke Co. and 
the Western Anthracite Coal and Coke 
Co. 

The railroad is only eight miles long, 
and hauls coal from two O'Fallon mines 
which is sold ‘principally in St. Louis. 
For the year ending June 30, 1912, the 
railroad company laid aside a surplus 
of $74,237 after paying a 10 per cent divi- 
dend, amounting to: $15,000, on its capital 
stock. : 

It is pointed out also that the Litch- 
field & Madison Ralliway Co. is owned 
by the Illinois company, a holding cor- 
poration, which also owns control of 
the Mount Olive and Staunton Coal Co. 
This railroad is 60 miles long, and hauls 
coal from the mines to St. Louis. The 
commission made no stateemnt as to 
the profits of the railroad, but declared 
that less than 1 per cent of the coal 
carried by the road was burned in its 
own engines.” 

The Hepburn: act provides that it sha!! 
be unlawful for railroads to carry any 
article in which it may have an interest 
except such articles necessary for its 
use as a common carrier, and timber 
and coal. -Should the commission's rec- 
ommendations be enacted into law, the 
railroads would now be prohibited from 


} carrying coal from mines in which they 


have a financial interest.

Profits come from commercial coal, 
or not at all.

BUFFALO, N. Y., July 21.—Organized 
baseball suffered another legal defeat 
today, when Justice Herbert P. Bissel! 
granted the motion to vacate the injunc- 
tion obtained by the Chicago American 
League Baseball Club, restraining Hal 
Chase from playing with the Buffalo 
(Federal League) Club. 

The lack of mutual obligation in the 
so-called 10-day clause of the contract 
undef which Chase was playing with 
the Chicago team whereby the club 
could terminate the contract on 10 days’ 
notice, while the player was bound un- 
der several provisions of the ‘National 
Agreement,’’ formed the basis of the 
decision vacating the injunction. 


Baseball NOT a Trust. 


That organized baseball is a violation 
of the Sherman anti-trust law was de- 
nied by Justice Bissell on the ground, 
that he cannot agree that “the business 


of baseball for profit is interstate trade 
or cotnmmerce and therefore subject to 
the provisions of the Sherman act.’’ The 
Court, held, however, that it was a 
monopoly of the baseball business in 
contravention of the common law. 

Chase was served with injunction pa- 
pers June 25, while he was playing with 
the Buffalo team at Federal Park. He 
has been on the bench since. In his af- 
fidavit upon which the motion to vacate 
the injunction was based, Chase alieged 
that he gave the Chicago club 10 days’ 
notice of his intention to leave, at the 
expiration of which time he signed the 
Buffelo contract.

OF BULLET WOUND 
AT NARRAGANSETT 


Relatives Believe Revolver 
Dropped While He Was 
Packing a Suit Case.

Wife in Another» Apartment 
Heard Shot and Was First 
to Reach Him. 


Walter Sanford Chapin, who married 
Miss Mildred Dyer, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. George C. Dyer of the Buéking- 
ham Hotel, died at his mother’s sum- 
mer home at Narragansett Pier, Mon- 
day night, a few hours after he had 
been shot with a revolver while alone 
in his room. 

Messages received by relatives in Sr. 
Louis said the revolver was accident- 
ally discharged while Chapin was pack- 
ing his suit case, preparatory to going 
to New York with his wife. The re- 
volver was said to have fallen to the 
floor and to have been discharged while 
Chapin was leaning over the suit case. 
The bullet struck Lim in the left side 
of the chest and emerged at the back. 

He Sank Rapidly. 

Chapin’s wife was one of the first to 
reach him. A New York physician was 
summoned. It was at first thought Cha- 
pin had a chance for recovery, but he 
sank rapidly. 

Before departing from St. Louis for 
New York at ll p. m., Mra. Dyer sald her 
son-in-law had been troubled with heart 
disease and she feared this would com- 
plicate his case and make it more dif- 
ficult for him to withstand the effect of 
the shooting. Mrs. Dyer made hurried 
preparations to go to New York when 
she received a message that her son-in- 
law had been shot, and when she de- 
parted she had not learned of his death 

Chapin and his wife 10 days ago ar- 
rived at Naragansett Pier from Pasa- 
dena, Cal., where they had been stay- 
jing at the elder Mrs. Chapin’s winter 
home. They were planning to go to 
housekeeping in New York. 

Son of Capitatiat, 

Chapin was 28 years old. He was the 
son of the late W. 8. Chapin, a New 
York capitalist, and was a Harvard 
graduate. Mrs. Chapin is a graduate of 
Mary Institute and was a maid of honor 
to the Veiled Prophet in 1912 when she 
made her debut. She is 2 years old. At 
the Buckingham Hotel, where her 
parents live, she entertained at dinner 
dances and was socially prominent. 

The wedding of Chapin and Miss Dyer 
took place at St., Peter's Episcopal 
Church May 14, 1913. The bride’s parents 
were the only witnesses. Since their 
marriage the Chapins spent most of 
their time on the Chapin estate in Pasa- 
dena. Mrs. Chapin'’s father is the pub- 
lisher of a St. Louis weekly called ‘‘The 
Censor.”

Also, they were serying notice on the British 
Parliament that it must enforce their rights as 
citizens of the British Empire, in all its parts, or 
answer for the consequences in India. 

European. peoples have seized all the vacant 
or thinly populated land on the earth’s surface, 
in North and South America, in Africa and in 
Avstralasia. They have warned the Asiatic peoples 
to. keep off. In a word, they have declared a 
“«hite man’s” monopoly of the unvsed spaces on 
the earth. They say they want these spaces for 
their own future occupancy. 

But the Asiatic peoples also are fecund. They, 
too, increase. They need room for their sons 
and daughters in the unoccupied parts of the 
earth. They. decline to accept the European 
theory that the white tribes are so far superior 
in merit to all others that they must be given

UNNECESSARY ARRESTS. 
. + Last year the Police Department of this city 
cost $2,093,205 and arrested 39,357 persons. 

In the matter of arrests quality counts more 
than numbers. Many arrests, instead of reflect- 
ing credit in the judgment and efficiency of the 
police, discredit them. 

Arrests should not be made except for real 
canee—an infraction of the law which calls for 
piiishment and requires the action of a court. 
Thousands of persons are arrested on trivial 
charges which are promptly dismissed. They 
arise from neighborhood quarrels, disputes with 
the police, childish mischief, vagrancy, mild in- 
tekication, which are annoying but not criminal. 
‘Muny ordinary causes of arrest could be smoothed 
vut by judicious policemen without harm to the 
community and with great gain to the public 
Probably two-thirds of the police arrests are 
unnecessary. They clutter up the court dockets 
and pile up a burden of costs. The Police Com-

If four juries 
cannot arrive at a just verdict from facts pre- 
sented to them separately and if a trial Judge, 
after four fiearings ef the facts, cannot determine 
yhether the verdicts are just, then our whole 
system of jury trials is utterly wrong. If a Su- 
preme Court Commissioner, reviewing four trials 
of four convicted men, finds that all four juries 
and the trial Judge blundéred—although three 
tmnen charged with the same crime with the same 
witnesses and statement of facts pleaded guilty—- 
then our whole system of criminal trials is rot- 
ter. 

We agree. with Judge Evans that the case tends 
to create contempt of law and courts and to 
promote violence. When citizens realize tlat 
ren, found guilty in trial courts by good juries 
of ouch abominable crimes as the Mullane as- 
sault, go unwhipped of. justice by order of higher 
Judges and Commissioners who presume to he 
better judges of the facts, they will lose confi- 
dence in courts; they will take the law in their 
own hands. 

The Mullane case should go into the rzcords as 
the case which caused a radical reform ot op- 
fellate procedure and practice.

men are called upon to decide by 
their vote whether women shall 
vote. 2S

to woman suffrage has had an envoy 
in St. Louis to survey the situation, 
Already the enemy is seeking an in- 
sight into our plans, and we are tell- 
ing them all about it, for we have 
just one plan—hard work.

And there is a letter from a man 
right here in St. Louis who-tries to 
make us believe that his wife wrote 
it. He warns us to “let my old man 
alone. He ain't got no time for sich 
nonsense as wimmen votin’.” 

Others -ponderously assure us that 
Paul meant exactly what he said 
when he made certain remarks about 
what “Wimen ort arid ortn’t to do.” 

And it all makes us very happy, 
for it tells us that people see the 
subject of woman suffrage as no 
longer a myth in Missouri, but as an 
actual, living, breathing issue of the 
day.

“wiliful waste.” Loafing costs more 
than anything else, For you are 
spending not only your money but 
yourself in the process. 

It costs m°re money to loaf 
than to live, For you are not only 
spending the money that you 
have made, but the money you 
should be making. It is only the 
rich man who can afford the high 
cost of loafing. And he is realiz- 
ing how costly it is, not only in 
dollars but in depression.
